nt the end of rhe fi-ml year, a'tipr all hack 
debts had been paid and the town well caved 
for a comfortable balance remained in the 
treasury.

lie Chairman of the Committee on Finance 
uid Public Property will ever address 
Jouneil ju an official capacity, he believes he 
vill be excused for briefly reviewing tbe 
,dministration of the borough finances dur- 
ng the past four years, and for offering a 
ew suggestions for the consideration of liis 
ucccssors in office. 
When, four years ago, 


le reluctantly assumed his present position, 
here existed an extremely unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. 
It hud been the custom, iu 


order to avoid a certain kind of criticism 
and court popularity, to levy low tax rates, 


the past four years endeavors have been use' 
to keep tbe public property in good order 
several of the public wharves have been 
leased on ten yews leases at fa,ir rentals 
and on advantageous terms, and the lot be 
longing lo (lie Boroqgli at Mulberry un( 
Wood streets ivas leased to tlie School Boarc 
at a nominal rental, and is now occupied by 
tho handsarne new school building lately 
opened, which is a credit to tlie community 
The town clock, a gift from a public spiritct 
citizen, was thoroughly overhauled, and is 
in good order. Attention has also boon giver 
to the eld records of the Corporation, some 
of which bad boon allowed f,o fall into [ 
dilapidated condition, and tbo volumes con' 
taining the Minutes of Council placed in the 
safe in tbe closet off tbe Council Chamberj 
One Minute-Book, is missing, tbe Committee 
being unable, after diligent inquiry, to find 
any trace of it.

Having briefly -revioTvcd what !*;rj<bi 


done in the post, it may not be amiss to 
venture a few suggestions for the guidance 
flf those who raiiy luyve the ca.ro of this de- 
partment in the future. Attention is called 
to tbe necessity for committees to exercise 
tbe greatest care not to allow their 
i 


pendituves to exceed the sums appropriated 
for their use. If a committee estimates that 
a certain sum will be needed for its work 
during tho year, arid the prospective receipts 
arc appoitioncd accordingly, and (hen this 
committee increases its outlay beyond its 
appropriation, the financial plan is greatly 
disturbed, other departments may be hamp- 
ered, and it will be impracticable to make a 
satisfactory settlement nt the close of the 
year. The Chairman of tbe Finance Com- 
mit teu lias kept steadily in view tha great 
desirability of so ar-r-anging the Borough 
finances as always to lave funds enough 
over at the close of tbo fiscal year to pay 
current bills unMV- rewoipfa~ctjnt«Ain from 
taxes. This lias long been the commendable 
practice of the School Board ; it would save 
annoyance nnd oxpenffe; and if once adopted 
tlie Borough authorities would wonder how 
they ever did business any other way. Tbe 
method adopted of appropriating monies by 
ordinance is commended to future Councils 
as possessing valuable, points. The experi- 
ence of lutjer tirne bus shown UIQ wisdom 
of appropriating a sum full contingencies. 
Estimating tbe expenses and receipts of a 
municipality for a year in. advance cannot 
be done with absolute certainty and a 
surplus at the end of tbe year lequires fewer 
explanations than a deficit.

by the Borough, whether 


the result being that o«in^ to lock of means 
and careless business methods, the expenses 
of the town exceeded the receipts, nearly 
every year, for a long periods, showing more 
or less of a deficit. The bonded indebted- 
ness of the Borough (a large proportion of 
which is'believed'to have been created by 
funding these shortages) was long overdue, 
having become a demand liability, and th« 
bonds never having been recorded it was 
necessary, when information respecting them 
was desired, to search through the Minutes 
of Council for a long period of years. Many 
other matters had been allowed to drift for 
a long time into an extremely loose and un- 
business like condition. It became the first 
duty of the Committee on Fiuance appointed 
in 1891 to.-recommend and insist upon a 
radical change. To pay off a deficit of 
several hundred dollars and provide for 
needful current charges it was necessary to 
levy the unusually high'rate of 85 cei t;, but 
this ccursa met' with much approval when, 


absolutely, or for specific trust, being under 
flic direct supervision, of fbg Conamitfeo QU, 
Public Properly. 
This would leave other 


committees fiee to n-lteml lo Ibeir special 
dnlli'S, and in case of repairs or renewals to 
buildings being required, no damage or delay 
would be caused by divided responsibility • 


Having endeavored to do what bis hands1 


found to do, albeit under an ever-present 
sense that it has only been through the aid 
and sympathy of his colleagues that any- 
thing of value hus hcen nconmpliahod, nnd

On or about April 1st last the contract 


with "tEe Bristol electric light mid power 
Co., for lighting tho street was by your in- 
structions, renewed for a torin of livu years, 
the terms under this contract are $21.00 per 
lamp of 25 Candle power, being a reduction 
of ten per cent, from the previous contract. 


The new contract also provides for terms 


aud conditions by which arc lights may be 
substituted for iiicoudesccnt lamps whenever 
tho people of Bristol are ready to pay for 
them. 


There arc now uniformly distributed in 


all sections of tho Borough 139 electric street 
amps, an increase of 28 since thoir intro- 
duction in 1889 and an increase of eight in 
tho last two years. 


The Borough of Brislol has now i cached 


the mature age of One-hundred and seventy- 
five years. May those who follow ut in the 
management of its affairs during the ooming 
quarter of a century so administer their 
trust that its Bi-centennial anniversary may 
find it not only the oldest but also the best 
governed Borough in the Commonwealth.

Bam road, a distance of two thousand 
lineal feet, which can now be classed with 
Mill street, Mulberry street and a portion 
of Badcliffe street, all of which are in good 
condition aud can be maintained so by occa- 
'fiional tap dressing of stone, which is not a 
matter of much expense. 
•- 2?kth. and Ottjir streets are also, in fair, con- 
dition, Jiaviug stone beds, and can be put in 
good condition at much less expense than 
the ordinary streets or roads. Portions of 
other streets have been resurfaced with 
crushed stcne when necessary. 


During the last two years, one thousand 


and fifty lineal feet of iron gutters or cross- 
ing plates have been placed and are distrib- 
uted on streets in all parts of the Borough 
where they were most needed. This item 
of improvement can surely be classed as one 
of a permanent character. 


proved by a special committee appointed to 
consider the subject, the Bristol Improve- 
ment Co., and a number of citizens of the 
Borough having agreed to donate eight (8) 
signal stations or Boxes thus presenting an 
opportunity to secure a fire alarm telegraph 
at a greatly reduced cost that might not 
again be offered in a number of years.

the foreign standard. Neither " free wool" 
nor "free cotton" will play much of a 
figure. 
But when our workmen hnvo to 


accept the pittance for their labor that is 
given to their brethren across the sea then 
that time will come. 


God grant that the day may bo far distant 


when such a calamity prevails. 


THE BOROUGH'S FINANCIAL STATE- 


MENT. 


The annual slalciucnt of the Borouth 


Treasurer, James Wright, which is given on 
another page in to-day's GAZBTTE, furnishes 
a complete report of !ho receipts and expen- 
ditures of tho borough, shoeing how much 
money was received and how it was expend- 
ed. There is also given a comparathu table 
of tho finances oi tho borough for tho four 
years ending on February 28, 1895, compiled 
irom the annual statements made during 
those years. 


Tho receipts from all sources during the 


post year were 5)17,747.00, aud tho total ex- 
penditures $17,728.19, leaving a balance on 
baud of 119.71. 


The heaviest item of expense was tho work 


on the streets. It took $0,225.09 to keep 
them in repair and make some pcrniam'jt 
improvements. It is generally believed that 
the money thus spent was judiciously expen- 
ded, although there are some persons in the 
borough who claimed otherwise. 


The price paid for policing the town was 


$3,315.17, fire protection cost $1,409.85; 
street lights for thirteen mouths cost $3,- 
208 44 ; the ex oases of the Board of Health 
amounted to $300.56, and sundry items in- 
cluding the gathering of garbage, the salaries 
of the borough officers, printing, relief and 
burial of the poor, repairs to public prop- 


r-evty, etc., consumed the remainder of the 


receipts. 


Tho bonded indebtedness of the borough 


is only $9,000, and this comprises the entire 
indebtedness , of tho borough except a few 
^outstanding orders on. the treasury amount- 
ing to less than $100.

Bristol has a population of 7000 and over, 
and requires much to bo done to keep 
abreast with the times, it is a matter of con- 
gratulation that her finances are in such ex- 
cellent condition.

Up to 
March 1,1881, the houbo passed 11 bill?; in 
1898, 23, and in 1895, 43. The governor re- 
ceived up to March 1 in 1881 two bills; in 
H93 two, and in 1895 seven. 


The Foebt amendment to tho act of 1891

To Investigate the Keely Cure. 


Tho houso has adopted a joint resolution 


for an investigation by tbe state board of 
charities of the Keely cure treatment. The 
board Is to inquire into and report to the 
next legislature as to the scientitlo treat- 
ment of drunkenness as a disease, and tbe 
feasibility of applying the treatment in 
connection with the penal, charitable and 
reformatory institutions of the state. Tho 
resolution was introduced nt the request 
of tbe Catholic Temperance league of Lu- 
cerne county. A waggish member wanted 
to amend it so that "all old drunkards in 
the state be scut to the Koely institutes at 
the expense of tbo state," but was ruled 
out of order by the speaker. 


The manufacturers are making a biltor 


fight on the now revenue bill. It provides 
for a tax of one mill on the stock of man 
ufacturing corporations. 
A committee 


from the Manufacturers' club, of Phila 
delphia, was given a hearing last Thurs- 
day night. Charles Heber Clark, secretary 
of the club, who was a member of tbo state 
tax conference which formulated the bill, 
but left in disgust, made a bitter attack 
upon the measure and Joseph D. Weeks, 
of Plttsbnrg, president of the conference. 
Mr. Clark said President Weeks ropre- 
Honted the railroads, and that tbe money 
to pay the expenses of the tax conference 
was furnished by the railroads. 
He 


charged Mr. Weeks with having traveled 
through tbe state with a flue tooth comb 
lor three years, rakiug out something to 
tax, and declared he really believed tho 
Plttsburger was sorry not to be able to 
nhow in his report that the railroads paid 
more than their shore of taxes. 
' Mr. Clark stated that tbe bill would not 
kelp the agricultural classes and that tho 
granger members of the conference,among 
thorn Worthy Master Rhone, were really 
helping the railroads. He argued that the 
manufacturers got no special privileges 
from the state, as railroads did, and while 
the latter could make tbe nubile pay their 
saxes by Increased ratei tho manufac 
turers had to compete for their business. 
He sata this bill would produce a deficit in 
Pennsylvania and drive capital out of the 
Htate. 


The Shortt education bill 
in being 


pushed through the house. It has passed 
the senate. The measure provides that 
diplomas shall be issued to graduates of 
Jiigh schools, seminaries and academies, 
which puts these people on a bettor foot- 
ing than those who graduate from state 
normal schools. Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Schaeffer does not like tho 
Mil because it puts too much work on his 
department, aside from its other bad fea- 
tures.

a majority of the residents of a lawful age 
or of the'proporty holders or the holders of 
property of the largest, aaatesato value 
unite in a remonstrance against them. The 
house baa been flooded with petitions in 
favor of the Penniwell local option bill. 


The Farr compulsory education bill has 


gone through the house. It passed the 
final stage last Thursday after the most 
etciting scenes In the house this session. 
The Republicans moved the previous ques- 
tion before the Democrats had spoken on 
the bill. This raised the ire of tbe minority 
and they declined to vote on the flual pas- 
sage of tho measure. Only thirteen votes 
were recorded against it. The Smith re- 
ligious garb bill has passed second reading 
In the house and will some up on third 


reading next Tuesday. The opposition Io 
it comos principally from the Democrats 
and the representatives of the coal regions. 


Governor Hastings hasaffixed his signa- 


ture to tho Marshall pipo line repeal Wll. 
In givinpf notice to tho house of his ap- 
proval of tho measure the governor accom- 
panied Us message with a statement giv- 
ing his reasons therefor. "I am convinced 
that the act of 1888, which the billrepeals," 
says the governor, "is directly the reverse 
of its ostensible object. Instead of encour- 
aging competition and fostering the build- 
ing of pipe lines to compete with each 
other, the fact that when the property be- 
comes unprofitable tho owners are prohib- 
ited bylaw from selling It must neces- 
sarily discourage investors in such enter- 
prise. All legislation, the tendency of 
which is to control, hamper or restrain in- 
dividual enterprise, should, in my opin- 
ion, 
be closely scanned, and unless some 


great public reason exists to the contrary 
it i<i much better that all commercial en- 
terprises should remain unfettered 
by 


legislation," 


The governor has vetoed the bill for an- 


other edition of tho famous "bird book." 
His reasons are that while the publication 
is useful and popular the finances of the 
state will not admit of another edition at 
this time. Following out this line of veto 
tho governor will soon have the appropria 
tions within tho limit. 


Governor Hastings will send to the Ben- 


ate durlnpc the week, likely tomorrow, a 
list ol staff appointments. 
Among them 


will be Colonel Ezra H. Eipple, of Scran- 
ton, commander of the Thirteenth regi- 
ment, as commissary general, to succeed 
Colonel Richard S. Edwards, of Gwynedd, 
and Majoi Everett Warren, of Scranton, 
president of tho State League of Republican 
clubs, vice Colonel DeWitt Cuvler, of 
Philadelphia. Jacob Greene, of Philadel- 
phia, will bo appointed color sergeant in 
place of Alox W. Borgstresser, of this city. 
Greene was color bearer on the staff of 
Gonoral Hortamft when no was governor, 
and afterward hold the same rank on the 
division staff under him. 


The Coyle mining bill creating mine In 


specters galore has been gub.mit.ted to a 
committee of eight miners, four inspectors 
and four operators, one-half of oach num- 
ber to come from tho anthracite and bi- 
tuminous regions respectively. The com- 
mittee will meet hero next Wednesday. 


The Department of Agriculture. 


The governor has not yet acted upon tho 


bill creating a department of agriculture. 
Tho applicants for the places created by 
tho act are numerous. There seems to be 
no doubt of tho appointment of Secretary 
Edge, of tho state board of agriculture, as 
chief of the department. 


The board of public buildings and 


grounds has engaged Captain Louis B. 
Walters, of Phceuixville, to work out a 
pljra for the improvement of the acoustic 
properties of tho hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives. Ho has made careful measure- 
ments of the room, and is convinced that 
the detents can be remedied. A similar 
defect in the oapltol at Dos Moines was 
corrected by changing the pitch of thi 
colling. Captain Walters «ay» the prob- 
lem is a difficult one and will have to be 
worked out scientifically. He believes the 
most feasible plan for the permanent im- 
provement of this defect is to change the 
coiling. TWp would involve a greater ex- 
penditure of money than the board would 
care to aiithorizo at this time. The heavy 
lambrcejuins which have been placed in 
tho windows have made a slight improve^ 
mcnt in tho acouatie properties of the 
room. 


Senator Quay was a guest at the execu- 


tive mansion last Thursday night. This 
ig the first time he has seen the governor 
since his election., and his visit was purely 
social. During the evening the senator 
hod a conference with Chairman OKlkeson, 
of the Republican state committee, a 
othor politicians at the state capital. 
Mayor-elect Warwick, of Philadelphia, 
was a guest of the governor at the mansion 
in Tuesday night. 


A new senatorial bill, similar to that 


vetoed by Governor Pattison four years 
ago, 
has been read the first time in the 


houso. It makes a radical change in the 
districts in the western end of the state. 
Allegheny's representation is increased 
from four to five, by making a new dis- 
trict out of the territory north of the Ohio 
rlvor and tho Island of Neville and the 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Twentieth 
wards of Pittsburg. In Philadelphia the. 
Thirteenth ward is detached from the 
Sixth district and attached to the First, 
JtfcKean, Potter, Clinton and Cameron 
are designated as tho Thirty-seventh dis- 
trict, and Clarion, Elk and Jefferson as 
the Thirty-eighth. 
Butler is detached 


from Armstrong and joined with Law' 
ronce. Armstrong and Indiana are made 
a district to bo known as the Thirty-ninth 
Venango and Mercer are made the Forty- 
ninth district, while Crawford and War- 
ren are joined to make the Fiftieth.

READING SPEECH CY THE EYE. 


4J1 Art En V'luch Surprising Advances 


Jld'vo liceu IVigHle, 


In tho papur "The Subtle Art of Speccl- 


Reading," by Mrs. .Alexander, Grahan 
Bell, in Tho Atlantic, she sponks of its os 
BOntially intellectual character: 


If I neodod a proof that speech reading 


la essentially an intellectual exercise, de 
raamling good vernacular knowledge o 
language, I should find it in my experl 
ence with Gorman. For sis months I lived 
jn a Gorman boarding school, with onl; 
ono friend with whom to talk English 
Pofore tho ono) of that time I could real 
German speech by eye nearly as readily a 
English, and it was but rarely that any 
one had to write oS a German sentenc 
for mo. This was many yers ago. Since 
thon my opportunities for talking an< 
listening to German have been very few 
I find now, when I meet a German frionc 
and try to carry on a conversation in Gcr 
mon, I ctmnoi do it readily at first. I 
pan put together a few Gorman phrases ti 
express my own ideas, but I cannot do 
cipher the movements of the speaker's 
lips. Why? Because the German vocabu 
lary at my command is too snialj to allow 
me to select from it words that may be 
those that my friend is using. I find my> 
pelf consciously and painfully' running 
over my small stock of pqesible words, 
much as a miser counts his storo of coin, 
and the chances are infinitely against my 
finding the right one. This would be dis- 
heartening if Iliad not found by experi- 
ence that by reading Gorman books for 
awhile, steeping my brain in German, as 
it were, so that I think in German and 
see in German, It becomes comparatively 
easy to catch tho German words on my 
friend's lips. 


Many people have tho notion that, In 


order to be understood by a speech reader, 
they must speak moro slowly and open 
their mouths moro widely. Up to a cer- 
tain point, and with some people, not all, 
I find it true that slower and more d 
tlnct articulation is on advantage, but 
yond that point slowness of utterance is a 
distinct hindrance to comprehension, 
while tho unnatural opening of tho mouth 
Is almost prohibitive of conversation. In 
the first case the speech reader's mind, ac- 
customed to run rapidly, is apt to assume 
either that there must bo more words in 
each slow movement of the mouth than 
appears and be thrown off the track, or, 
forced to linger over and study each word, 
forgets the previous ones, and, confused by 
a mass of details, fnils to grasp the full 
meaning. In the second case the widely 
opened mouth, showing parts ol words not 
usually perceived, so changes their accus- 
tomed appearance as to render them un- 
intelligible. 


There are no two. faces Jn $he world ex- 


actly alike, and every person has }iis own 
peculiar way of speaking. In some the 
peculiarity is greater than in others, and 
the djffloulty of comprehension is somuoh 
Increased that pt first it may seem utterly 
Impossible to make head or foil pf what is 
said. I am, however, inclined to believt; 
that there la no speech so indistinct that a, 
good speech reader cannot master it after 
swhlje.

H may not be generally known, but free 


negroes In Maryland, and probably in oth- 
er states, 100 years ago owned negro slaves 
The following deed of emancipation, hear- 
ing date Dec 9, 1798, ia duly recorded in 
record book 85, page 813, in tho clerk's 
office of the circuit court at Eaaton, Tal 
bot county, Did.: 


Know all men by these presents that I, Ne- 
gro Tom, iate slave of Christopher Birkhead 
of Talbot county and state of Maryland, being 
possessed of a negro girl named Grace, who is 
BOW about the age of U years old, who is held 
br me in a state of slavery, and think it in my 
conscience that all mankind ara entitled to 
equal freedom in this life and being desirous 
of Mooring to hot liberty and freedom Now, 
know Jta, that I do hereby declare that the said 
negro girl Grace shall be free Immediately 
(ran the date hereof, and I do hereby for my- 
self, my heirs, executors, admlnlstatora, re- 
nounce all right, title and claim from and aft 
or the date hereof 
In -witness whereof I havj hereunto set my 
band and seal this 9th day of December, anno 
Domini 1758.
